Gary, by action of its mu­

The visit of Andrew Carnegie to 
Chicago will long be remembered by 
the favorable light in which he put 
Chicago millionaires and sons of mil­ 
lionaires in contrast to those of othei 
cities, Pittsburg for instance, although 
Mr. CariK'gie did not mention Pitts- 
i)urg.
